No Fighting on West Front For *h Next Thirty

(International New* Service.) 
Copenhagen, Jan. 12—Germany 
has prepared terms for a separate 
peace with Russia along “militaristic 
lines, according to information receiv­ 
ed today from a reliable source. These 
terms are to replace the conditions for 
a general peace announced at Brest- 
Litovsk by Count Czemin on Christ­ 
mas day. 


If this information is correct, it means that the 
crisis in Germany has been bridged and that the mili­ 
tary hea<is are in complete control, having swamped the 
moderates under threats and denunciation. The Kaiser 
has apparently solved the domestic problem by giving 
m to the military group.
